DimFda^. announced frcrm the hal- 
cony that terms of R\irreriUor had been 
signed in South Africa^ 

Lord Kitchener's deflnlta annonnce- 
rnent of peace was reeefred at the 
war olKce at 1 o'clork Sunday after- 
noon, and was coniuiunicated to King 
Kdward and all the members, of the 
cabinet before It waa given to the 
public. The Sunday erenlng calna of 
London etreets was broken by enthu- 
siastic singing, shouting and horn- 
blowing. Tha hotels, the clubs, the 
public houses and the streets were not 
the only places where the people were 
actively demonstrating their Joy. The 
ijeace news was announced in the 
ckurehaa, and by aome oongregations 
it was received with applause. In all 
the churches of London prayers of 
thankiiigivini; were offered and special 
hymns were sung.

Terms Liberal. 
Waahlngton, June 2— The officials 
of tha Britiah eif^bassy here share the 
Jubilant feeling existing in London 

over the termination of the war in 
South Africa. They view with mtich 
satisfaction the close of the lon^ 
atruggla. The impression prevails in 
ofllcial circles that the tenna of sur- 
render named by the British in their 
negotiations with the Boers have been 
very liberal in character, perhaps 
ftom the double desire to bring tne 
war to a close and to have this happy 
event tornially proclaimed befc;re the 
oorunation of King Kdward in June.

MOUNT WLBE^i CKATBt 

Nervy Proflessor Makes the Aaeentt 
WhMt He 

Fort de France, June 2 --The Na- 
tional Geographic society has scored 
a great triumph. Profeasor Angelo 
Hellprin ascended to the top of the 
crater of Mont Pelee. In company with 
two ^;ui(le6 and Mr. Leadbetter. While 
on the summit several violent ezplo* 
siona ooeurred, but notwtthatanding 
the thousand dangers surrounding 
him Professor Heilprln spent a long 
time taking care of the observations. 
Looking down Uie crater he found a 
huga eindar oona. Tba crater opening 
is a vast crevasse 500 feet long and 
150 feet wide. While engaged in this 
task the lives of the members of the 
expedition were continually in dan- 
ger, and one particularly violent ex- 
plosion covered Professor Heilprln 
from head to foot with the vised 
matter. He persisted, however, and 
found, as bad . been suspected, that 
there were three separate venta for 
the volcanic matter. 

Meanwhile Mont Pelee, seeming to 
resent the Intrusion of man Into her 
awful territory, belched out huge vol- 
umes of steam, ashes and boiling hot 
mud. Professor Hr'.IprIn made the 
important discovery that the crater of 
Fallaise has an eruption at tne same 
time as the summit crater, and ejects 
precisely the same matter. Both cra- 
ters showed a new phenomenon dur- 
ing the professor's visit, when mud 
was thrown up in high columns, while 
heretofore the mud has bubbled or 
boiled out and flowed downward In 
huge streams. Tlx i e is reason to 
fear that great damage may result 
from the outbursts of this mud to the 
rich plantations still uninjured. 

The ascent was made on mules to 
an altitude of 700 meters, the line of 
ancient vegetation. There leaving the 
mula that had carried him, the profes- 
sor proceeded on foot to the site ol 
Lake Palmiste. He found the lake 
completely dried up and crussfd the 
bed, passing up a slope to the crater's 
edge. This, which had formerly been 
a high bluff, Professor Hellprin found 
had fallen Into the crater. This ex- 
pedition ib the ftrtit important veiifitd 
topographical alteration notfed. Pro- 
feaaor Hellprin remained at the aum- 
mlt crater over two houra. 

Boxer Insurrection. 
VictoHa, June 2.~Advicea hnve 

been rer» ived I'V the ateamer C^ave- 
llnp that he different missions at Pe 
king have been informed that at 
southwest Chi Li a new Boxer insur- 
rection has broken out, led by Go Chi 
King, who killed his wife and family 
and (ithers. The IJoxers first nuirdered 
a French missionary and later killed 
a Belgian priest and (0 Chinese offi- 
cials engaged in collecting taxes. A 
church was dest royed at Wei Hlen. 
where a native missionary was killed 
and a lari;e number of converts 
slaughtered. Troops were sent against 
the -Boxars, who defeated them. The 
rebels are credited with a proi^'rain of 
overrunning Ho Nan and Shan Tung, 
and then making fOr Peking. Tbay 
are well armed. 

To Test Willia Tan Law. 

Columbus, O., June t.^Pifty of the 
leading manufacturing concerns of 
Stark county, representing millions of 
Invested capital, began suit against 
the Willia franchise tax bill in the 
Franklin county court of common 
plana and obtained a temporary re- 
straining order against Secretary of 
State Laylin, whoaa duty it ia under 
the law to collect the taxes. Under 
agreement Attorney General Sheets, 
for the htate, will file a demurrer and 
the petition will be disnnssed. Imme- 
diately a motion will be made in the 
supreme ooyrt for leave to file a peti- 
tion in error, thus bringing the matter 
S(iu!irely before the highest tribunal 
in the state for adjudication. 

Bicyclists Collide. 
Lancaster. June 2. — One mania 
dead and another dying as tha raault 
of n bicycle collision which occurred 

hero. The victin.H are Walter Powell 
and Daniel Treewitz. each about 17 
years old. Powell is a speedy amateur 
bicyclist. Paced by Treewitz he was 
training for a race on Wheatland ave- 
nue. It was dark and neither bicycle 
had a lamp. F'owell, thinking ite had 
outstripped Treewitz, turned to find 
him, and they collided, both being 
thrown violently to tha atreet. Powell 
was carried unconscious to St. Jo- 
sepifH iiospltal. His skull was frac- 
tured and he died without having re- 
gained consciouaneaa. Treewita is 
probably fatally hurt.

Wilkcsbarre, Pa., June 2.— The be- 
ginning of what la looked upon as a 

most important week in the progress 
of the anthracite coal miners* strike 

finds the entire region in an apprehen- 
sive mood. At 7 o'clock this morning 
the order of the Unltad Mine Workers 
of America calling out all the station 
ary engincters. firemen and pumpmen 
uiiUss me comr'aiiies^ grant th*ni an 
eight-hour workday at present wages, 
went into affect Victory for either 
side will be of immense advantage, 
and both parties to the controversy 
are striving with all the power at 
their command to win. if the union 
succeeds In shutting down all the 
pumps the mine profx rties wiil suffer 
damage that njay reach into milli<»ns 
of dollars, and if the employers should 
be able to keep the water out of their 
workings without the aid of organized 
labor it m^*ans that the power of the 
union in the aathracite region has 
reached its limit, and that all help in 
the effort to force the mine owners to 
grant the demands of the great army 
of 147.000 men must come from some 
outside source. The mine workers 
say they will preserve the property of 
the companies if the engineara, pump- 
men and firemen are given what they 
a«K U>r. and tlie companies say tliey 
will permit no outsiders to fix the 
hours and wages of their men.. 

President Mitchell said that this is 
the first time in the history of his 
organization tbat the union was com- 
pelled to call out this class of em- 
ployes and thus endanger the safety 
of the mines. In all other instances, 
he said, the demands were granted. 

There is a fear throughout the coal 
belt that the coming week will wit- 
ness more or less serious disturb- 
ances. It is claimed by the union that 
nearly all of the pumpmen and fire- 
men have quit work, and that alumt 
three-fourths of the engineers also 
refused to continue work. This claim 
was privately admitted by a company 
ofhcial familiar w\\h the situation. 

Practically all the noruinion men to 
be employed are now in the region. 
The companies ^ay that the number of 
those who have volunteered to fill 
ctr:k€r8' places has been surprisingly 
Inrge anu that no dilli"'i:l:y liiis Ihch 
encountered in selecting good men. 
An army of aprozimately S.OOO armed 
coal and iron policemen, sworn in un- 
der a law of the state of Pennsylvania, 
la in the field ready to protect these 
men and the mining properties. There 
are also aeattered throughout the 
country. It is said, about 1,000 men 
who are doing secret work for the 
companies. Every colliery in the coal 
belt baa either a board or barbed wire 
fence around It At imne mines 
"camp" cars are lying on the siding 
for the accommodation of nonunion 
men, most of whom will live within 
the colliery conflnea during tha sus- 
pension. 

Specials Hooted and Hissed. 
Hasleton, Pa., June 2.— The scene 
that occurred here Saturday nigitt 

upon the arrival of a deputation nt 
BiKcial ollicers was repeated Sunday 
evening when about 20 officers, in 
charge of a coal company agent, 
boarded a trolley car at the Hazleton 
House for Freeland. The streets ot 
the city were crowded and when the 
officers came into sight about 500 men 
rushed at tham hissing and yelling, it 
waa fearetl that the crowd would at- 
tack the officers, and trouble would 
undoubtedly have occurred bad not 
Chief of Police Ferry and four of his 
man held tha excited atrlke sympa- 
thisers back until the ear left 

Went Out In a Body. 
Mahanoy City, Pa, June a.— Three^ 
fourths of the firemen, hoisting engi- 
neers and pumpmen comprising the 
day forces employed at the 15 col- 
lieries of the several mining corpora- 
tions in thla valley, quit in reaponsa 
to .the call of the miners' orsanlsntion 
for an eight-hour day Representatives 
of the coal companies say they are 
amply prepared to cope w i th the 
strike aituation, and thai tbay have 
enough nonunion men to HI tha atrik- 
era' piacea. 

Peeling Againat Ofllaa^ 

Hazleton. Pa.. June 8. — Tha aeveral 

hundred tpeclal ofTifers hrought here 
for guard duty at the collieries in the 
Hasleton district were distributed to 
the mines.

Passengers 
arrlvlna bare on tha steamer City of 
Pydney sny they understand that 1,400 
dead were taken from the ruins of 
Quexallenango One man. who was 
there and aided In the work of taking 
out the bodies, aaya that over 1,000 
had been taken out when ha left 
there May 13. 2S days after the city 
had been destroved. Repcrts of losa 
and damage on the coffee plantations 
are beginning to ooma In. and they 
practically double tha total reported 
from the towns. Tha estimated fig- 
ures run into the millionB. Tapacii- 
chula is a city of about 10,000. and the 
damage to tha town la aatlnsatod at 
about 1200.000. 

Protest Against Oat Tax.
